Serbia. er and her 
allies are thanked for their offers, 
but it is asserted that Greece is giv- 
ing them all possible aid in permit- 
ting Allied troops to cross Greek 
territory. 

Italy and Russia have formally de- 
clared war against Bulgaria, the 
Czar in his manifesto especially de- 
nouncing her treason to the Slav 
cause, prepared with perfidy since 
the beginning of the war, and cul- 
minating in the dastardly attack 
upon bleeding Servia, prompted by 
German intrigue and fratricidal 
hatred. 

The British submarines are still 
very active in the Baltic, four more 
German steamships having fallen 
victims—the ‘Hernoesand, 1,182 
tons gross; ‘Plauen,’ 4,210 tons; 
‘Rendsburg,’ 4,639 tons and ‘Elec- 
tra,’ 1,261 tons, while a Petrograd 
despatch says one operating near 
Libau attacked and sunk a German 
cruiser of the ‘Prinz Adalbert’ class. 
A Berlin despatch says most of the 
crew perished.

A despatch from Paris says: A 
German assault on the Tahure sector, 
begun with violence Saturday, contin- 
ued with five more distinct attacks on 
the French positiéns,- preceded by ex- 
tremely heavy artillery fire and the 
use of gas shells. In the first of 
these five attempts the Germans suc- 
ceeded in reaching the summit of the 
Butte de Tahure. At other points and 
in the remaining four attacks they 
were repulsed, with heavy losses, and 
everywhere were forced to return to 
the trenches they had occupied before 
their attack. 

The assault which won the Butte de 
Tahure covered altogether a front of 
five miles, running from the woods at 
the side of /Hill 195, past the Butte 
de Tahure, and the village of Tahure, 
to and including the earthworks 
known as La Courtine. After a bom- 
bardment of extreme violence the 
German infantry, made up largely of 
units recently sent from the Russian 
front, attacked all along the line. The 
French fire cut through their ranks 
and threw them back, except at the 
one point named. Before the village 
of Tahure the Germans suffered espe- 
cially heavy losses, leaving a large 
number of dead before their trenches.

Balkan Situation Is Hopeful From 
the Allies’ Point of

A despatch from London says: 
From the allies’ point of view, the 
Balkan situation looks more favorable 
|than at any time since the invasion 
of Serbia began, or, as one military 
observer said frankly: 
| “It looks for the first time favor- 
able.” The cause of: this is a sudden 
marked change in Roumania’s atti- 
tude in favor of the allies, a change 
which hgs occasioned Berlin practi- 
cally to despair of the hope that this 
Balkan State would maintain its new 
trality. . 

Bucharest despatches make no se- 
eret of the fact that Roumania is 
lending a willing ear to the Entente 
offer to grant all her claims, includ- 
ing Bessarabia. 

A despatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Bucharest says that at an au- 
dience granted Minister of the Inter- 
ior Jonescu and M. Filipesco, leader 
of the Conservative party, King Fer- 
dinand declared that he was not op- 
posed to the realization of the aspira- 
tions of the Roumanian people, and 
that in this matter he placed himself 
in the hands of Parliament and tho 
Government. 

A half million well-equipped Rus- 
sian soldiers are reported to be in 
readiness, waiting for Roumania to 
say the word, then to march through 
that country to relieve’ the Serbians. 
Roumania herself, by accepting thé 
allies’ offer, is expected, by the terms 
of the pact, to send her own army 
over the frontier, falling in the rear 
of the Teuton and Bulgarian forces 
advancing toward the heart of Serbia 
from the bend of the Danube. 

Already the German general staff

|ger. The news is confirmed that part 
‘of the army of Gen. von Lisingen,

Dainty Dishes. | 
Lemon Jelly.—Make the jelly. by 
using the juice of 2-lemons and the 


rind ‘of 1 ‘3 eggs, butter size 
of an egg,.and 1 cup of white sugar, 
thicken over the fire, but ‘do not let it 


boil. This.is nice for tarts, which 
should be of puff paste. . 
Yorks udding.—One pint of 


sweet milk, 2 eggs, 5 tablespoons of 
fiour; salt to taste. Mix eggs, flour 
end salt witha little milk until 
smooth, then add the rest of the milk 
gradually, Pour the mixture into a 
well-buttered dripping pan and bake 
15 minutes in a tolerably hot oven. 
This is nice served with roast beef or 
poultry, . 

Cabbage Slaw.—Take a small head 
| of cabbage, wash well, cut very fine 
| with a slaw cutter or a knife of any 
kind. Take two small onions, peel 
and cut fine, mix with the cabbage, 
then season with salt, pepper, and 


vinegar to taste. Now take an extra’ 


dish and mix three good-sized table- 
spoons of thick cream with one table- 
Spoon of sugar and mix with the 
slaw. This is delicious, especially if 
kept cold till serving time. 

Bread Sauce for Game.—Cook half 
pint of soft, stale bread-crumbs, a 
pint of milk, one good-sized onion 
chopped very fine, a saltspoonful of 
| ground mace, a saltspoon of paprika 
‘and a level teaspoon of salt for five 
minutes in a double boiler; stir con- 
stantly. The mixture must be per- 
fectly smooth. Add a rounding table- 
spoon of butter; stir until melted;

Making Better Farm Butter. ~ 


Nearly all butter sold by the farm- 
er is of poorer quality than it should 


be. By more careful handling and 


‘better methods there is no reason 


why this product should not only be 


improved in quality, but a betterprice | 


should be received for it. By carry- 
ing out the following conditions and 
methods a very much better grade of 
butter should be produced: 


Hand separator cream produces bct- 
ter butter than that separated by any 
other method. The deep can surround- 
ed by cold water is second best; pans 
and crocks are third best, and the 
water-dilution method comes last. 


The cream should be kept in as 
nearly a sweet condition as possible 
until enough has been gathered for a 
churning. This should then be soured 
or ripened. To ripen the cream warm 
it to a temperature of 75 to 80 de- 
grees, until it is sour enough; then 
cool down to a temperature of from 
55.to 60 degrees, which is right for 
churning. Let it stand at this tem- 
so before 


churning, if possible. This will cause 


thoroughly stirred several times be- 
fore it.is ready for churning. 

It is often advisable to save some 
of the buttermilk of one churning to 
be used as starter (the sanfe as yeast 
in bread making) for the next batch

churning; thoroughly stir it, and it 
will ripen very much more rapidly. 
Care should be exercised to keep this 
old buttermilk in as good condition as 
possible. 

Strain all cream into the churn. 
This will remove all clots and 
particles of curd, and there will be no 
danger of white specks in the butter. 
Do not fill the churn over one third to 
one half full. Give the cream room 
for agitation, which insures quick 
churning. Turn the churn just fast 
enough to give the cream the greatest 
amount of agitation. -

Very little will be re- 
quired during the spring and summer 
months, when the cows are getting 
green feed. Colored butter is not 
only more appetizing, but can be sold 
‘on the market for a very much better 
price than that which is not colored.

Women who suffer from nervous- 
ness can. generally attribute the 
cause to overindulgence of some sort, 
if only of liquid beverages consumed 
with food, Tea taken in excess is not 
the least dangerous of these, It ex- 
erts an astringent action and by the 
presence in it of an organic substance, 
theine, it exercises a special influ- 
ence over the nervous system, which, 
to say the least, is temporarily in- 
jurious. 

The symptoms which indicate the 
injurious action of tea are sufficiently 
characteristic. They are intensely se- 
vere, headaches, constipation, flatu- 
lencey, unsteadiness and feebleness >t 
muscular power, and not infrequently 
low spirits amounting to hypochon- 
driacal despondency. 

Women who have two or three cups 
of tea with each meal find themselves 
in a semi-hysterical condition. Tea, 
taken before going to bed, interferes 
with the process of sleep. It prevents 
or disturbs sleep by dreams and mus- 
cular startings, and is a common 
cause of that painful symptom known 
as nightmare. 

Coffee, though less injurious than 
tea, is even in slight excess a source 
of defangement of nervous action. 
Its effect is to relax the minute as- 
cular networksand increase glandular 
secretions. For this reason it acts 
on most persons as a diuretic, :vhile 
on some it acts as a purgative. 

Coffee, like tea, induces dyspepsia 
and perhaps with even more activity 
than tea. It keeps the brain awake 
(as the caffein in it acts as a great 
stimulant) when that wearied organ 
ought, according to nature, to be 
asleep. 

Coffee is not as dangerous as tea, 
as it is not an astringent and does 
not, like tea, suppress the secretions 
of the kidneys and? does not lead to 
mental depression or nervous irrita- 
bility. Moderation in eating and espe- 
cially in drinking should be exercised. 
Even water can cause great nervous 
discomfort if taken to excess. 

One cup of coffee taken in the morn- 
‘ing, with or without sugar and cream, 
‘will never do harm to anyone. It is 

not the coffee that-harms the nerves. 
| It is what is eaten with it. A break- 
fast of fruit, coffee and eggs is too 
|rich for any women who do not im- 
mediately go out into ‘the air, and 
| who do not -do a great deal of exer- 
cising. One dish of fruit, one cup of 
'coffee and one piece of toast is a 
| sumptuous breakfast for any woman 
who is not active. Coffee taken at 
noon is too heating, and one demi 
tasse is quite enough to be taken after 
dinner.

Special Meeting of 
Township Counc! 


Ata special meeting of the Toro- 
nto Township Council, held- in 
Brampton on Tuesday, a conference 
was held with the solicitors for the 
Canadian Northern Railway to urge 
the fulfillment of the contract made 
with the Township ten years ago 
when the railway agreed in return 
for a right-of-way for a power line 
that it would keep the middle road 
in repair from the centre road to 
Stave’s road. Theccuncil claimed 
that although the agreement had 
been in force ten years the company 
had not carried out its share of the 
contract and that some action wag 
necessary. 

It was finally decided to give the 
railway until May 31st of next year 
in which to carry out the agree- 
ment, but as an evidence of g 
faith the railway must make a start 
immediately. This was agreed to. 
The road, which is situated a mile 
now of Port Credit, a concession 
south of Dundas Street and paralell 
with both, will be an important road 
for traffic when built up. 

This highway was given over to 
the railway ten years ago. It now 
contains the towers for the railway's 
power line and the wires of four 
other power companies and is 80 
filled up with poles that the road- 
way is practically useless.

U.S. Neutraity Question 
Not “Settled” Yet 


Seldom, if ever, bas Streetsville and 
‘| the surrounding country been favoured 
with so rare a literary treat as was lis- 
toned to on Monday night in the Pres. 
cburcb, when Messrs. Hawkes and 
bineon of Oskville as affirmative and 
Messre, Brown and Davidson of Mead 
owvale as vegative, ably debated the 
vital and very fittiog subject, now in the: 
limelight of criticism, not only in the 
public mind and daily press of this 
country, but also in that of the United 
States, ‘Resolved, that in the present 
war tho United States is jastified in 
remaioiog neutral." 

The intense enthusiasm and patriot- 
ism of these stirring times, coupled with 
a besotifal evening, brought out a large 
and iotelligont audience tbat sbuler’ 
ably filled the spacious edifice and who 
listened with rapt attention while the 
speakers in their turn led their listeners 
alonz through the intricate and compli 
cated points involved, not only in neu- 
trai lawe, but also in the violation of 
them. ‘ 

That the subject of the debate was 
ap excellent one for bringing out all the 
qaalities of delivery aud the tactics of 
evasiveness, craft, cunning, etc, often 
resorted to in debating, was plainly evi- 
dent. 

Cleverly was the matter handled, as 
the andience was shown the part the 
United States was playing as a veatral 
power aod the part she would play as 
an ally and the possible results aod the 
position she wonld hold after the war. 

While the speakers all showed abili, 
ties and qualities individually their own 
Professor Brown, in big master stylaand 
witb dramatic effect, was plainly the 
speaker of the evevivg, and be fairly 
brougkt down the bouse as he flagrantly 
laid bare the weaknesses of his oppon- 
ent’s argumopt, and the contemptaous 
and humiliating position United States 
was placing berself in by baving violated 
ber solemn pledge with Belgiam, and 
by remaining neutral in the face of con 
tinned ontrage by Germany, thereby 
backing up Germany io her notorious 
assertion that " a treaty is only @ scrap 
of paper’ in order that she migbt fill her 
own coffers by i ae Germapy & 
crossjthe back yard.. The college bred 
Provident who is thus humiliating bis 
country by bie policy of watchfall wait- 
ing, the Professor would relegate to tbe 
Senate at Ottawa witb its august assem: 
bly of sleeping members. 

Bot the climax of excitement was 
reached when, in the S mivate reply of 
the lst afficemative speaker, be was 
justly retorted by the leader of the nog: 
ative and told to tell the tratb. 

This brought the debate to a close, 
and the audience, visibly with the neg 
ative speakers. awaited the decision of 
the referees. It was along, weary and 
tiresome wait. 

Three educated and learned men, 
bolding prominent positions, who sbould 
bave decided the matter in three mina- 
tes, took fully balf an hoar. 

After the scholarly argament, ¢xplan- 
ation and proving by the negative speak- 
ere that United States bad violated ber 
solemn pledge and was pot op apy 
ground justified in remaining neutral, 
the ananimous decision of these referees 
was to the affirmative. 

The audience seemed disappointed, 
possibly because among the referees was 
a Rev. gentleman, whom sll would have 
thouhgt in this bour, when churches 
through their pulpits aro encouraging 
recruiting, would certainly not bave 
agreed that the United States, whose 
own freedom of today —— op the 
glorious defence of little igium, whom 
sbe solemly swore to stand by, avd on 
the British flect that came to ber aid, 
was justified in remaining pevtral. 

The decision was y disappoint- 
ing, and to some it might seem detri 
m to recruiting. ad the debate 
been held in its proper 
hall, where there woul 
liberty which debaters shring from tak- 
ing in a church, and bad the decision in 
this case been left to the audience, the 
effect would have been much greater,

GERMAN LOSSES 
ARE APPALLING 


The Official List Shows Casualties In 
October Alone Numbered 
200,000. 


A despatch from London says: The 
appalling extent of the German losses 
is revealed by a perusal of the official

For a time the greatest appre- 
hension was felt by the people owing 
to the large number of men from here 
employed at Nobel. 

Telegraph and telephone communi- 
cations remained intact, and the latest 
and most authentic news from the 
works is to the effect that two or more : 
magazines were blown up, ages BD 
designedly. The buildings were lite : 
ally blown to atoms, 

The magazines are located from a 
mile and a quarter to a mile and a 
half from the works proper, and as 
no men were at work in the magazines 
after dark the only loss of life, if any, 
may be one or two night watchmen. 

Major Storey, in charge of the over- 
seas contingent in training here, sent 
160 soldiers, to Nobel, and threw 
cordon around the entire works to 
keep them from further entry. 
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On receiving word of the explosion 
at Toronto: Exhibition headquarters a 
general alarm was sounded, and im- 
mediately all troops in the camp fell 
in on their alarm posts with rifles and 
bayonets, while preparations to serve 
them with ball ammunition at a mo- 
ment’s notice was made. At 
same time an emergency call to the 
Soldiers’ Club sent all the men from 
this point back to camp in haste, and 
all officers on leave were communi- 
cated with by telephone, ordering 
them to report back at camp immedi- 
ately. In anticipation of a call being § 
made to send troops by special train 
to the scene of the explosion, double 
companies of the 74th and 75th bat- 
talions were ordered to secure their 
equipments, and were lined up to be 
ready to entrain as soon as a special 
train could be secured.

Germany has two reasons 
for refusing to aid her ally in this 
quarter: the necessary troops are not 
available, and Germany is not at war 
with Italy. As a result of Germany's 
position, it is possible that the Aus- 
trians will be compelled to retire and 
give up the desperate resistance which 
they have been interposing to the 
Italian advance. 

This Italian offensive, heretofore 
belittled by the Austrians, now evi- 
dently is pressing them hard.

INCIDENTS OF SLAUGHTER 


“Here and there in. the cities of the 
interior blood bas flowed as in the Ham. 

At Angora ten Armenian 
priests were slain before the altars of 
their churches, and 27 Armenjan em 
ployees of the Angora Constaptinople 
railway were found along the tracks 
with their heads severed. Thé Bishop 
of Mardin, in the Province of Diarbekr, 
was beheaded on the threshold of the 
convent where be was endeavoring to 
prevent the mob from breaking in. At 
Cesarea the Arojenian Bishop and the 
Bishop of the Schismatic Church were 
both murdered while defending their 
flocke. At Diarbekr, three Armenian 
Bishops were burned in the public 
square before the eyes of the assembled 
Armenian population on the point of 


bereavement.

WE SELL “We know for a positive fact that out 


of sixty or seventy thousand Armenians 
inbabiting the Province of Vean, only 
ten thousand sacceeded in crossing the 
border and finding a place of refuge io 
Rossian Armenia. Of the sixty or more 
thousend inbabitants of Bitlis Province 
—or the well to do, thrifty, fragal popu 
lation prospering on the plains between 
Bitlis and Mosch—we bave been able to 
account for only 1,000. Ont of 14000 
Armenians residing within the eity of 
Trebizond, only about a bnoadred are 
left; but we don't know anything about 
the 40.000 Armenians residing in the 
Province of Trebisord, nor do we koow 
of the 100,000 Armenians of the Proviace 
of Sivas. We know that Sivas has been 
burned to the ground, and that the

In German hiss 


Three Million Seven Hundred 
Thousand Officially Admitted 
During the War 


New York, Dec. 1.—Three million 
seven hundred thousand is the total 
number of casualities in the German 
armies during the war up to and in- 
cluding Nov. 22nd last. 

That the killed, wounded and 
missing amount to this vast number 
is shown by the official lists of Ger- 
man casualities, including No. 800, 
which has just been received at the 
London office of the New York 
World. Embraced in these lists 
are 10,306 pages. The newest iist 
contains a daily average’ of 9,000. 

The localities where the losses 
were suffered are not mentioned in 
the lists, : 

Entire companies of German in- 
fantry continue to be wiped out by 
the wholesale, the lists prove. List 
No. 798, dated Nov. 20, announces 
that Major-Gen. Freise of Madge- 
burg has been seriously wousded 
and captured and that Major-Gen- 
von Semmern of Blankenburg has 
been wounded slightly.

ENDORSED RADIAL SCHEME 


At a joint conference of the Vil- 
lage Council and the engineers of 
the Hydro-Radial Commission on 
Tuesday, a resolution was passed 
by the Council endorsing the route 
Selected by the commission for the 
Toronts to London Hydro line thru 
the municipality. The deputation 
asked that facts as to cost, etc., be 
presented to the Council im time f6r 
discussion at the next regular meet- 
ing, when a bylaw will be put thru 
to enable the people to vote on the 
question at the municipal election. 

The route as surveyed by the 
Commission is south of, and paralell 
to the Grand Trunk Railway tracks 
from Etobicoke Creek to about a 
mile west ot the Port Credit bridge, 
where a junction point has been se- 
lected for a branch line to Milton 
and another one to Hamilton. The 
line diverting to Milton and thence 
to Guelph is the more important of 
the two and the other will be built 
later. 

Chief Engineer Gaby explained to 
the deputation that the line is ‘to be 
the main power line that will link up 
scores of municipalities of Western 
Ontario with a rapid transit system 
over a private right of way, coupling 
the speed of steam roads with the 
frequency ofa local street car ser- 
vice. Then again, it was pointed 
‘out, the benefit of the freight service 
from four or five big steam roads 
would be a boom for the district 
traversed.

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ARMY DESERTIONS IN JAPAN. 


Many C mmit Suicide Rather Than 
Face Courtmartial. 


as well as suicide of some of the de- 
serters, is causing some concern 
among the. Japanese military sauthori- 
ties. Statistics chow that during 


last year there were 956 cases of de-: 


sertion, of which 93 per cent. were 
common soldiers. Tokio leads other 
cities with 184 cases, while there were 
112 cases at Osaka. Out of the total, 
258 soldiers were brought before the 
military court and punished, while 698 
deserters voluntarily surrendered be- 
fore the three days’ grace had _ ex- 
pired. 

The increase of suicide among de- 
‘ gerters is believed to be due to the re- 
duction of days of grace during the 
war from six to three days, the de- 
serter sometimes preferring to kill 
himself than face the shame of court- 
martial. Deserters who surrender be- 
fore the three days expire are restor- 
ed to the service with a light admoni- 
tion.

Thirty Killed by Explosion 


Wilmington Del. Nov. 30—Thirty 
workmen were killed and seven fat- 
ally injured today in a terrific ex- 
plosion of about four tons of black 
powder at the Upper Hagley yard 
of the Du Pont Powder Company. 
It was the worst accident that has 
occured in any of the company’s 
plants in a quarter of a century. 

The cause of the explosion is not 
known. According to a statement 
by the company the origin ‘will 
oe always remain a mystery.” 

‘evertheless a most searching in- 
vestigation has been instituted by 
the officials of the company. 

_ Nearly all the victims of the blast 
were young men between 16 and 21 
years of age. The greater number 
of them lived in and about Wilming:- 
ton. 

The explosion occured in a pack- 
ing house where black powder pel- 
lets are prepared for shipment. 
These pellets are used tor rifles and 
other purposes, much of the pow- 
der, if not all, being shipped to the 
warring nations. The packing 
house was situated about three 
miles northwest of the city. 

Workmen who survived the tre- 


‘| mendous blast said the scene was 


ene of horror. From every trec left 
standing in the neighborhood there 
were hanging pieces of flesh or parts 
of clothing worn by the untortunate 
men. ’ 

, Twenty-six men were in the pack- 
ing house when the powder went off, 
and not enough of any of them was 
lett for identification, with the ex- 
ception of Allen A. Thaxter, the 
foreman, whose home is given as 
Portland, Me. 

For more than a quarter of a mile 
about the scene of the explosion the 
ground was strewn with arms, legs 
and bits of flesh.
